WASHINGTON NEWS AND GOSSIP.

Tae Late Genenar Quirnax.—We appre-
hend that there is a mistake in theg newspaper
story (originating in a New Y:rk Journal, by-
the-by) attributing the death of the la:nnlcd
Quitman to ‘‘the National hotel duea.un. Du-
ring his whole sojourn of a large portiomcf years
past in this city. we saw him daily, and were
notaware that he attributed the gradual failure
of his strength to any such cause. Ner do we
remember that he ever was a guest of the Na-
tional. His ailing, if we comprehend it cor-
rectly, was simply a decay or wearing out of
the constitution consequent on the fact that he
bad lived the time during which bis delicate
organization could last. His habits of life wero
always remarkably prudent; as though he w=s
well aware that to prolong his life, it was neces-
sary for him to guard them carefully. .

Appropos—of ‘ the National hotel disease.
That is now among things gone and pasi; as
sinoe the house was reopened not a single eaze
of it has oecurred, though it was never more ex-
tensively patronized than during the last ses-
sion of Congress, by persons, too, of all condi-
tions of constitutions and health, of eourse.
The first labors of the new proprielors, Messrs
F. Teony & Co.,were to clear cutfrom the ex-
tensive cellars of the establishment the accu-
mulation of perhaps twenty years likeiy to
generate a malarious atmosphere, and to secure
for the future a very complete system of drain-
age and ventilation; which were accomplished
before the house was re-opened. Subszequentiy,
commendable attention has been paid to the
condition of that portion of the huge pile of
buildings, and at this momeat it is kept as
clean aud fresh as a sitting room should Le.
The consequence is, that ever gince the com-
meucement of the late session of Congress,
though seven or eight hundred persons have
slept for weeks at a time beneath the roof of
the National, the guests of no other hotel in the
United States have enjoyed botter health. This
fact is doubly gratifying, because the assiduous
care of tho proprietors has thus fo promptly re-
stored to its former value so much of the prop-
erty of our fellow-citizens, who, in ita deprecia-
tion, would otherwise have Leen very hoavy
losers; and also becawe their enterprise and
liberality (that of the hosts of the National) de
serve the remarkable success ncw erowning
their exertions. They keep a holel in all re-
spects equal o any other in any portion of the
United States, and the traveling public as they
are gradually finding the fact out, are day by
day coming to rush in wpon them in greater
crowds.

Burravo Roarise ! —It heing understood
that previous to the dog days—that is, just
about now—the President desigued appeinting
a new postmaster for the city of Buffalo, N. Y,
or reappointing the presest incumbent, of
course Washington city is bonored with the
presence of almost *“ a herd of buffaloes,”” bent
on securing for themselves or #ome friend the
ran of the rich official pasture.
